$150,000, however, no price can 


be set on the value of personal 
possessions.

In theory early detection of 
should be the provin- 
ce of front-line disability 
service workers, as home 
makers, attendant-care work- 
ers and life-skills teachers.

trained to recognize the 
early signs of developing 
pense tote Nor ales vagih 
trai inc ts such as 
enabling role, Genial. or the 
need for confrontation in the 
early stages of recovery. The 


result is that addictions may~ 


go undetected until they have 
eveloped to a severe level. 

Unfortunately, within the 
addiction field, barriers exist 
which prevent clients with 
disabilities from entering 
treatment. Physical inaccessi- 
bility is but the obvious 
instance. Rare are programs 
which are accessible; more 
rare still are localities where a 
continuum of accessible treat- 
ment resources- detox, in- or 
outpatient programs, and 
aftercare facilities - allow 
persons with disabilities to 
progress through different 
stages of recovery under 
professional care 

More hidden forms of inac- 
cessibility follow 

- Disability issues are not 
built into training for addiction 
workers and so most addiction 
counsellors will not have come 
to terms personally with disa- 
bility. They may therefore 
take on overly protective atti- 
tudes towards disabled clients, 
or conversely may be insensi- 
tive to their special needs. 

- Many treatment programs 
are highly structured and 


routinized. People who need 


extra time to perform personal 
routines on therefore find 
themselves left out. Where 
these routines are demanding, 
those with lower energy levels 
will not be able to keep up. 

- People in treatment are 
often required to cease use of 
all medications as a condition 
of admission. Clearly this is an 
unrealistic expectation for 
many with disabilities. 

- For those with communica- 
tion difficulties treatment 
modalities such as group ther- 
apy may appear difficult and 
possibly intimidating. 

- In treatment programs the 
peer dimension is often integ- 
ral to the program. Yet, fellow 
participants in programs may 
not be entirely open to persons 
with disabilities in programs. 

Taken individually these 
may appear to be small obsta- 
cles. Collectively however they 
present a large number of 
potential snags. They provide 
excuses for people who already 
feel ambivalent about treat- 
ment not to go; and among 
over-worked staff, they may be 
seen as extra burdens or 
game-playing which brin 
about resentment = an 
resistance.

More Abled Than Disabled

The addictions stigma in the 
disabled community 


Disabled ple with addic- 
tions have described a strong 
ni Fes attached to seeking 
addiction treatment. To under- 
stand this, it must be remem- 
bered that disabled people 
have been made to feel like a 
burden on society for much of 
their lives. The independence 
they have has often n won 
through difficult struggle. 
People therefore are hesitant 
to volunteer for yet another 
form of help. To do so may 
magnify the feeling of being a 
social burden or give the feel- 
in of relinquishing 
independence. 

The community of persons 
with disabilities itself can 
exert a deterring pressure. 
Close-knit, segregated 
dag lg have been 
brought about by reliance ‘on 
separate transit systems, 
recreational activities, or the 
“service shuffle."’ Through 
means such as gossip, indivi- 
duals who may wish to seek 
treatment are once again 
discouraged from doing so. 

In short I have listed four 
main social factors which 
contribute to what is believed 
to be a_ higher-than-normal 
rate of addiction among people 
with disabilities, and a lower- 
than-normal rate of participa- 
tion in addiction treatment 
High involvement with the 
medical profession results in a 
‘pbescgel anette use prescrip- 
tion drugs. Marginalization 
within communities can lower 
self-esteem and render irrelev- 
ant the incentives which usual- 
ly lead able-bodied people into 
treatment. Poor co-ordination 
between service systems and 
obstacles within the addiction 
service system discourage 
people from entering treat- 
ment, as do attitudinal 
phenomena within the 
community of persons with 
disabilites.

Rezoning approved 


New college residence ; 


gets green light 


Sidney Township Council has 
approved the rezoning of part 
of the Loyalist College proper- 
ty to allow the construction of a 
288 bed college residence. 

Loyalist. President Doug 
Auld addressed council, noting 
the benefits of the residence to 
the students and to the Quinte 
area. 

“The residence will provide 
a number of benefits to 
students, and the region will 
enjoy the economic benefits of 
a $6.5 million expenditure over 
the course of the year,’’ he 
noted. ‘‘In the longterm, the 
residence will allow us to deve- 
lop the college into a year- 
round operation, with oppor- 
tunities for summer program- 
ming and studies.” 

Dr. Nick Quickert, Chair- 
man of the Board of Governors 
praised the Sidney council 
decision and the cooperation of 
the township staff and their 


support in obtaining necessary 
approvals. 

“We are delighted with this 
decision,’ he said. “‘accessibil- 
ity is a key word for communi- 
ty colleges in the 1990’s and 
we're roaring forward to build- 
ing for the future, along with 
Sidney Township and the Quin- 
te area.” 

President Auld also noted 
that without the assistance of 
the Belleville City staff the 
project could not have been 
undertaken at this time. 

“The personal support of 
Mayor George Zegouras and 
Belleville City council is very 
much appreciated,” he said. 

It is expected that construc- 
tion will begin in late summer 
this qe once site plans and 
building permits have been 
finalized. 

The target date for the open- 
ing of the 288 bed residence is 
the fall of 1992.

Publishers 
take exception 
to excessive 
postal rates 


Northumberland Member of 
Parliament Christine Stewart 
has met with representatives 
of the Canadian Community 
Newspapers Association, who 
have described dramatic rate 
increases proposed by Canada 
Post as being “‘exce ssive and 
unfair.”’ 

Owners of the North Water- 
loo Publishihg Company in 
Elmira have taken the lead, 
acting for themselves and on 
behalf of other Canadian 
publishers, in outlining the 
concerns of the community 
newspaper industry. 

In a letter to Mrs. Stewart, 
the Saeed and publisher of 
the Elmira Indeperident; Carol 
Verdun said if government 
leaders cannot stop the rates 
from being implemented many 
weekly newspapers may be 
bankrupted by Canads Post's 
unfair policies. She said the 
rates would entice advertisers 
to switch to junk mail. 

“Canada Post is attempting 
to amend legislation by way of 
regulations--which is an unac- 
ceptable infringement upon 
the rights of’ parliament--to 
redefine weekly Canadian 
newspapers so as to limit a 
publisher to devote a maxi- 
mum of 50 per cent of a 
newspaper's space for adver- 
tising and non-local news.’ 

Mrs. Verdun charged that 
while most small wee lies will 
still have a ‘‘free zone”’ they 
will face punitive postage’ on 
copies in excess of 2,500. 

“Postage alone will exceed 
the usua price of an annual 
subscription,’’ she noted. 
“Except for local copies, the 
new rate will be, the.same as 
Canada Post intends to charge 
to deliver ‘foreign 
publications."’ 

Verdun said the proposal 
would force the Independent as 
well as many other «small 
weeklies, to raise their annual 
subscription prices. The Inde- 
pendent is contemplating a 
price hike from $20 to $26 (plus 
GST) and the newspapers 
would not be able to give its 
readers any of the traditional 
bonuses. 

“We face an untenable posi- 
tion, as do hundreds of other 
weekly newspapersin Cana- 

said Mrs Verdun.

If any 
did escape, it would be in the 
owners best interest to recover 
them as quickly as possible due 
to the financial loss and also the 
fact that severe penalties are 
already in place if any non- 
native deer are released into 
the wild in Ontario.

Hastings-Peterborough 
MPP Elmer Buchanan fielded 
a team Of six women and five 
men for the Ontario NDP 
aba convention held in 
oronto March 2-4. 


The delegates from across 


the riding have reported 
ersonal highlights to 
uchanan. 

Kathy Wethy of St. Ola said 
delegates attending the meet- 
ing of the Rural Advisory 
Committee of the government 
caucas applauded Buchanan 
when he said government must 
listen to what rural communi- 
ties see as their role.

However, a third group of 
severely disabled or medically 
compromised patients requir- 
ing more complicated dental 
surgery are treated in the 
main operating room 

Although the clinic sees 

atients with every conceival- 

e medical condition, the 
majority consists of the deve- 


lopmentally disabled people 
with Down Syndrome, cerebral 
palsy an increasingly, 
Alzheimer's patients. 

One such case is Olives a 
woman in her mid-70's, who 


was stricken with Alzheimer’s - 


about 15 years ago. She has 
always taken care of her teeth, 
but once the disease set in she 
would bite down when the 
dentist tried to examine her. 


However, Olive was success-. 


fully treated in Mount Sinai’s 
operating room. Another oper- 
ating room case is Susan, a 
31-year-old spastic quadripleg- 
ic who lives outside Metro. 

Her brain never developed. 
She is only 54 inches tall, 
weighs 40 pounds, and cannot 
see or hear well. She had not 
been able to receive treatment 
before visiting the Mount Sinai 
clinic. 

The hospital's clinic was 
established in 1975. It sees 500 
to 800 patients each year, and 
receives many referrals from 
outside Toronto.

The value of Canadian farm- 
land has increased for the 
second consecutive year, 
according to a recent study 

The semi-annual study of 
trends in farmland values 
released recently by the Farm 
Credit Corporation indicates 
the price of farmland rose 
nationally by 3.9 per cent 
between July 1, 1989 and July 1, 
1990, compared to a 49 per 
cent increase over the same 
period in 1988-89 

Farmland values rose 
between, about five and eight 
per cent in all provinces, 
except Prince Edward Island 
and Saskatchewan. In P_E.1., 
higher potato prices contri- 
buted to a 16.5 per cent 
increase in farmland values in 
the fall of 1989. 

Saskatchewan was the only 
province, where land values 
show little change, with lower 
farm-income prospects reduc- 
ing prices by 0.5 per cent. 


I 


Changes in farmland values 
varied considerably within 
provinces because of market 
conditions and productivity 
differences. In the Fraser 
Valley and areas closer to 
Vancouver, off-shore invest- 
ments and a buoyant economy 
contributed to a 35 per cent 
increase in farmland values. 


Increases in the central part 
of the province were a little 
stronger then elsewhere in 
these provinces. The diversity 
of agriculture in Manitoba and 
Eastern Canada appears to 


have helpéd strengthen ‘land 


values there. 

Farmland values declined 
by 35 per cent between 1981 and 
1988. The increases in 1989 and 
1990 have returned land values 
to the level they were ten years 
ago.

The overwhelming majorit 
of Ontario residents agree with 
the Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters that the 
rovince is not doing enough 
or fishand wildlife, according 
to a provincial government 
survey conducted last 
summer. 

The survey, conducted by 
ay Canada Research for 
the Ontario Ministry of Natur- 
al Resources, found that 64 per 
cent of those asked felt that the 
province isn’t doing enough to 

rotect Ontario’s fish and wild- 

ife. Forty-four per cent of the 

respondents said they had 
camped, hunted or fished in 
the past year. 

“This confirms what we've 
been saying for years,” said 
Dr. Terry Quinney, OFAH 
provincial co-ordinator of fish 
and wildlife services. ‘‘Ontario 
doesn't take its expansive 
natural environment seriously 
enough, and Ontarians are 
beginning to realize it.”’ 

e survey's result reflects 
the provinee’s lack of commit- 
ment to issues like wetlands 
conservation biological exotics 
(such as zebra mussels and 
purple loosestrife), habitat 
degradation, and fish and wild- 
life management, Quinney 
said. 


“Ontario's natural environ- 
ment has not been high on 
cabinet’s budgetary agenda— 
past governments have never 
made a secret of that,"’ he 
added. 

Insight Canada interviewed 
552 people in Southern Ontario 
and 48 in Northern Ontario in 
July, 1990. The results are 
accurate to plus or minus 5.8 
per cent 19 times out of 20.

* Maintain proper tire infla- 
tion - between 20 and 35 pounds 
per square inch (psi). Underin- 
flation of four or more psi can 
reduce fuel economy by at 
least five percent and tire life 
as much as 40 percent. 


* Check the placard in the 
glove box or on the driver's 
door for the vehicle’s recom- 
mended tire pressure. 


* Check tire pressure at least 
once every two weeks with a 
reliable air pressure gauge. 


* Valve stems should have a 
plastic or metal cap. Plastic 
caps keep out the dirt, but 
metal ones have a rubber 
gasket that seals against 
leakage. 


* Rotate tires every 10,000 
miles. 


* Check the alignment of 
your vehicle once a year. Misa- 
ligned tires can cause the car 
to drag, lowering mileage and 
causing unnecessary wear on 
the tires. 


The wrong wax can remove 
- your car’s mirror-like shine 


spotting effects of acid rain. 
Frequent waxing with polishes 
containing abrasives causes 
unnecessary removal and 
deterioration of paint. 

Your new car should not be 
exposed to these strong paint- 
removing abrasives. It~ fust 
needs washing and a follow-up 


with a good abrasive-free wax.” 


Older cars with paint already 
dulled will need a very mild 
olishing cleaner to restore the 
igh gloss. Then apply a non- 
abrasive wax. 


Many popular waxes that 
are supposedly non-abrasive in 
fact contain abrasives. If a 
manufacturer's wax promises 
to remove dirt, oxidized paint 
or small seratches, you can be 
sure it contains more than just 
wax. 

Early. car wax products were 
abrasive-free. If an abrasive 
polish was needed, it was sold 
separately and by thé coarse- - 
ness of the abrasive used, from 
strong rubbing compounds to 
extremely mild polishes.

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Octane rating: 


What it means to your engine 


Ask any car owner what the 
‘ meaning of a gasoline’s octane 
rating is and you'll probably 
get a stare as empty as Petty’s 
gas tank at the checkered flag. 
At best. some might answer 
that “the higher the octane 
rating, the higher the quality 
and the cost.’ But few have 
unraveled the mysteries of 
gasoline octane ratings beyond 
this génerality. 

So, what does a gasoline’s 
octane rating actually mean? 

Octane is a measure of a 
blend of gasoline’s resistance 
to knock or ignite spontaneous- 
ly. In other words, the higher 
the octane rating, the less 
likely that the gasoline 
mixture will self-ignite at the 
improper moment in the 
engine's stroke sequence.

Preparations for spring and 
summer driving should include 
a close inspection of each tire 
on a vehicle to be sure winter’s 
dry cold hasn’t taken its toll. 


_ Motorists should look for any 
irregular or uneven treadwear 
which may indicate the need 
for mechanical adjustments to 
the vehicle. 


Drivers should consider 
rotating their tires and having 
them rebalanced to get maxi- 

‘mum handling and treadwear 
on summer’s hot highways.

Check the air pressure in 
tend tires and maintain the 
evel recommended by the 
vehicle manufacturér. This not 
only results in a safer condition 
for driving but also provides 
maximum tire treadwear and 
optimum gasoline mileage. 


But you thought gasoline was 
supposed to ignite. Isn't that 
what eventually makes the 
wheels go ‘round? 


Ah,-yes. But at the proper 
moment and as a result of the 
spark plug firing - not a 
mistimed explosion caused by 
excessive heat and pressure in 
the combustion chamber. 


The firing of the gasoline and 
air mixture too soon creates 
shock waves which are respon- 
sible for the all-too-common 
“engine knock.’ Not only 
annoying to the ears, sounding 
as if your hubeaps have been 
filled with pebbles, engine 
knock can also result in loss of 
power, overheating of engine 
parts and possible engine 
damage. 


The solution? Historically, 
motorists have simply stepped 
up to a higher octane grade of 
gasoline, one less susceptible 
to the problemis of self-ignition. 
However, the drawback here is 


one of increased cost. The 
difference in price between 87 
octane regular and 92 octane 
supreme varies between 15 and 
20 cents per gallon. Even for an 
average driver, this can add up 
to hundreds of dollars per year 
in increased fuel costs 

’ Consider also that using a 


‘higher octarie gasoline is not 


truly a solution. Rather, it 
circumvents the real source of 
the problem: carpon deposits 
in the comubustion chamber 


These deposits alter both the 
compression. characteristics 


and heat dissipation abilities of 


the chamber and tan result in 
the self-igniting of the gasoline 
and the subsequent knocking 


‘Most cars on the road today 
are engineered to operate quite 
efficiently on the octane grade 
of regular gasoline. Prelimin- 
ary research conducted by the 
Petroleum Institute indicated 
that of 400 autos tested, two out 
of three of them were satisfied 
by lower octane regular

Park, Marmora and Lake
